four hundred or more strike breakers are 

id to be at work in the railroad yards bere 
and in Minneapolis, but slippers report that 
the congestion of freight traffic has not 
abated, and the union leaders declare that 
the imported workmen will be @ hindrance 
to the railroads rather than a help. Ali but 
one of the twenty-three big flour mills in 
Minneapolis are closed. More than 65,000 
men are idle from this cause, and the millers 
report a logs at the rate of $5, 000,000 a week. 


Mayor Speaks to Strikers. 

Mayor Daniel W. Lawler is advising the 
strikers. He made an address at a tmhess- 
meeting this afternon and warned the union 
; against resorting to violence, assuring hem 

that every legal means would be utilized to 
give them a square deal from the railroads. 

Mayor Lawler, addressing the switchmen, 
said: j

ployers’ side only and state that the railroad 
managers were not notified until too late of 
the contemplated action of the switchmen;

avert the impending trouble. 

Chief of Police O'Connor kept all the day 
policemen in the stations ag reserves until 
nearly midnight tonight and reports that he 
will follow this plan until the danger of 
sg A bas passed. Only one disturbance 
was orted during the day from the 
Ge ot miles of territory over which 
the strike extends. This was from Duluth, 
where @ mob was reported to be stoning the 
forty strike breakers in the Great Northern 
and Northern Pacific yards. 


Duluth Strike Is Broken. 

Later in the day the Duluth local of the 
Brotherhood of Railway Trainmen ordered 
the men in those yards back to work. Prob- 
ably all but twenty-one of the 117 stfikers 
will obey the order. These twenty-one are 
members of the switchmen’s local, which 18 
in the minority in Duluth. 

Gov. Adolph O. Eberhart will be in St. Paul 
tomorrow morning to take up all questions 
of the strike which may properly go to him. 
This afternoon Labor Commissioner McEwen 
received this telegram from the governor: 

Please meet me at Union depot tomorrow 
morning at 10 o’clock with full report of labor, 
strike.”’ 

Gov. Eberhart has been kept informed of 
the strike situation during his stay in Chi- 
cago, and has been on the long distance tele- 
phone several times. One of the questions 
that will be put up to him will be the com- 
plication brought about by the importation 
of police from Chicago. Commissioner Me- 
Ewen will ask the executive's full support in 
everything he may do on that issue. _ 


Trainmen to Stand Neutral. 

At a meeting of the striking switchmen to- 
day a committee from the Brotherhood of 
Railway Trainmen and the Order of Raliway 
Conductors presented a resolution adopted in 
joint meeting at Melrose, Minn., declaring 
that they would stand neutral and refuse to 
do other than the customary werk as done 
prior to the pending trouble.“ 

This means that the trainmen and condue- 
tors will refuse to do any switching, except at 
small stations and where it has been cus- 
tomary for train crews to switch their own 
trains. 

A¢oording to the railroad officials, the he- 
ginning of the end of the strike is in sight. 
One prominent official, who has been active 
in menaging the strike, said today that the 
railroads were handling 80 per cent of an 
business offered. 

“ We are employing new men as fast as 
they come and we are moving g large amount 
of package freight. in d week the public will 
not know that there is a strike on among the 
ts fs he said. 

Advices from Seattle and other large west-

When the alleged plot for the continuation 
of the Zelayan power by proxy became 
known it aroused the Central American con- 
tingent here into a frenzy. One of the diplo- 
mats explained the reason for their perturbe- 
tion. 

José Madriz $s a man of exceptional abil- 
Ry.“ he said, and one who could be ex- 
tremely dangerous. He was plenipotentiary 
here for Nicaragua several years ago, but 
threw off his ‘allegiance to Zelaya and bs- 
came a political refugee, eventually repre- 
senting Salvador at this capital. 


Taken as Zelaya’s Henchman. 

„When the peace conference was held in 
Washington two years ago, Zelaya, con- 
vinced of the necessity of putting a com- 
petent man here to look out for Nicaragua's 
interests, offered Madris $15,000 a year to 
return to the service of that country, which 
Wadris promptly did. 

He signed the arbitration treaty with the 
other Central American republics, and was 
appointed president of the Central American 
Court of Justice, which sits in the capital of 
Costa Rica. ‘ 

When the dispute between Honduras and 

Nicaragua was appealed to the court, the 

‘only member of the tribunal who refused to 
sign the agreement was Madris. His refusal, 
‘it was understood at the time, was because 
the direct orders of Zelaya, who was 
anxious to test the interest the United States 
actualy had in the convention and the stand- 
ing of the various republics with your gov- 
ernment.” 
| Zelaya Is “Surprised.” 
MANAGUA, Nicaragua, Dec, 2.—The ac- 
tion of the American secretary of state in 
dismissing Sefior Felipe Rodriguez, the 

Nicaraguan chargé d'affaires at Washing- 
ton, has greatly surprised President Zelaya, 
who reiterates today his belief that the 
Nicaraguan government was justified in exe- 
cuting the Americans, Groce and Cannon, 
who were affiliated with the revolutionists. 

Zeleya will take no action until he has re- 
ceived further information on the subject 
and learns definitely the intentions of the

Cruiser Prairie Goes Aground.

There is on board 800,000 rounds of ammuni- 
tion, cook stoves, tents, spades, and wheel- 
barrows for building intrenchments, and 
‘other supplies of various descriptions.

cogs in the crew of the Prairie. 


' Mexico to Be Neutral.

When his arsenal 
was destroyed by an explosion, most likely 
due to spontaneous combustion, he con- 
demn the colonel of the army in charge 
without public trial and had him shot on 
the site of the ruins and his body burped, as 
a lesson to all other conspirators. 


Greed for Money Grows. 

In later years he has deen less cruel, if 
more money loving. For example, he nas 
given up the use of a species of chili peppers 
and alcohol as an enema in torturing sus- 
pects and now depends only on the lash. All 
the strength being beaten out of his 600,000 
subjects, he keeps his seat and enjoys the 
emoluments of the most complete system of 
extortion that any dictator has yet devised. 

There is not a bank in the country. re is 
banker, treasurer, and farmer in innumera- 
ble concessions and monopolies. His pointed 
question on all occasions is, How much de 
I get out of it?’ He has a palace in Bei- 
gium and a fortune invested abroad awaiting 
bim when he is sure that he can escape the 
eye of his dependents, to whom nis departure 
would mean the loss of their places. 


Monopoly in Native Whisky. 

The most profitable monopoly is that or 
the native whisky (aguardiente), made from 
sugar. A company in which he is, of course, 
the most heavily interested party has tne 
sole concession for its manufacture at a price 
which would relatively make a drink of 
bourbon over our bars cost a quarter. The 
profits are 10 per cent a month, or 12 per 
cent a year, on the capital invested, and the 
business has been increased With reai in- 
dividual enterprise in developing a market. 

With almost no growth in population, the 
number of drinking places has deen quad- 
M ince the granting of the concession. 
I have never seen so many drunken men in 
any tropical country asin Nicaragua. Dip - 
somania spreads in a climate where intoxi- 
cating liquors are.s0 poi us to mind and 
body that the moderate drinker in the tem- 
perate zone is quick to defend and practice 
total abstinence. 


Grip Also on Tobacco. 

The tobacco monopoly does not do so well. 
It pays only a paltry 8 per cent a month. 
Recently an oil monopoly was granted to 
Joaquin Passos, the president's son-in-law. 
(“See Joaquin if yop want anything done,” 
is one of the commonplaces of Nicaraguan 
business and political life.) He was ai- 
lowed to bring in 50,000 cases a year at the 
old rate of duty, while any other importer 
had to pay so exorbitant a rate that he could 
not compete; or, if he could, the smashing of 
a few of his cases on landing would put ap 
end to the competition. The price to the 
consumer has risen from $24 to $34. 
very other staple is a monopoly. Even

If you use gold there is an 
added 50 per cent as a fine. > rate to a 
and Passos have cornered the bonds, which 
are to be had only at such a premium that 
their purchase will be an economy over pay- 
ing the fine. 


How Business Is Throttied. 

Business is throttled in Guatemala 5 the 
rate of exchange. There is a little silver in 
the country; nothing like enough to redeem 
the flood of paper which Zelaya has poured 
forth. A Nicaraguan dollar is worth about 
15 or 16 cents of our money, with variation 
from day to dey. While the Germans are 
the business men of Guatemala, here you 
find Italians preponderating. 

A few have succeeded in amassing some 

wealth which has escaped Zelaya’s — 
Whatever development there has been is due 
to foreigners to whom their flags give some 
protection. Under the management of the 
sPalazio Bros., a great sugar estate, the one 
really successful productive business on the 
western slope, pays dividends. It is an ex- 
ample of what organization can do with land 
that lies waste. 

The Americans on the west coast you can 
count on the fingers of two hands. On the 
east coast at Bluefields is an American col]- 
ony largely engaged in mining and banana 
growing, which is a community and some- 
what of a law untoitself. Aside from Emery 
& Co.'s great timber concession, which has 
been the cause of so much litigation, a few 
other of the thousands of: — are actu- 
ally worked. 


Field for Concession Hunters. 

There are hun of unworked conces- 
sions. Nicaragua is the adventurous conces- 
sion hunter’s paradise. 

The human derelict of European or Amer- 
ican birth is at his worst in Nicaragua. He 
bemoans his fate in secret and warns you not 
to speak aloud in question or criticism when 
others are present, lest he shall suffer for 
having kept such company. Is it any won- 
der that men degenerate under conditions 
that put an editor in jail merely for publish- 
ing any indirect piece of news that reflects 
on Zelaya? 

The traveler who disembarks at Corinto to 
have his baggage rified by a number of petty 
officials sees enough of misery and depres- 
sion to last hima lifetime. His gense of hu- 
mor, responding to the spectacle of the 
mother of the belle of the town conducting s 
skillful chase in her daughter's heir, has not 
enough buoyancy to overcome a shudder at 
the disgusting sanitary conditions. The ad- 
vertisements of the poor single sheet news- 
papers consist almost altogether of nostrums 
for vile diseases. 


Religion Made a Mockery. 

Zelaya has impressed character or his 
country in more than the killing of the goose 
that lays the golden eggs; in more than stop- 
ping development of the Jowlands, which 
will grow.every tropical product, and the 
highlands, that produce no coffee which is 
not better than the best of Brazil. Religion 
has been made a mockery. The paganism 
and indifference which, in the name of lib- 
eralism, Zelaya has fathered is worse than 
atheism, which does indicate some intelli- 
gence. He has talked schools, without any 
of the actual accomplishment which makes 
Cabrera a comparatively progressive and en- 
lightened ruler. 

His immorality has become thegattern for 
a generation of youth. He acknowledges 
the paternity of forty-five children. When 
he travels through the country, if he chooses 
he orders any pretty girl he sees to be sent 
to him. In vain the parents might beat their 
heads against the gates of his architectural 
monstrosity of a palace, with his monogram 
in bright blue and white on the gate, where 
his soldiers guard him. And there are still 
mothers and fathers in Nicaragua who do 
mind such things. though not many after 
fourteen years of Zelaya, they say. 


Protest Means Prison. 

Let the father protest too much, and he is 
sent to jail or to convict labor. The perqui- 
sites which Zelaya takes from Nicaragua as 
a whole, the brutal, sensual class of com- 
mandantes each takes for his own in his 
bailiwick. No woman who is a Nicaraguan 
citigen is safe. Worse morally, worse com- 
mercially than twenty years: ago is the ver- 
diet of all old residents. Sucking his coun- 
try’s strength in sensual enjoyment, Zelaya 
promotes the gangrene of degeneracy. Its 
parallel is not to be found in a Christian or 
so-called Christian country.

Calls United States’ Action Unjust. 

Francisco Castro, the Nicaraguan minister 
to Mexico and a close friend of Zelaya, in 
speaking of thé action of the United States 
in reference to Nicaragua said: 

“I believe it is unjust because the main 
cause apparently is the execution of the two 
Americans and this action of my government 
was perfectly in accordance with the laws 
of the country and was executed by com- 
mand of a military jury and not by direct 
order from the president of the republic.“ 

Estrada Cabrera, the dictator of Central 
America—that is what Minister Castro sees 
in the latest step of the American govern- 
ment in severing diplomatic relations with 
the republic of Nicaragua. While Minister 
Castro would not answer a direct question to 
the effect that this was the purpose of the 
United States for interposing at this time, ne 
would admit that the ousting of President 
Zelaya would increase the power of the pres - 
ent ruler of Guatemala and would make him 
the dominant power in Central America. 

Up to tonight no comments on the situation 
have been made by the Mexican press in this 
capital, but is reported that in forthcoming 
editorials most of the papers will take the 
view that the United States was too hasty. 

Among well to do private citizens of the 
Mexican republic there is an apparent atti- 
tude of criticism of Secretary Knox in refer- 
ence to the language used in his letter to the 
chargé d'affaires of Nicaragua in Washing-

ITALIAN CABINET RESIGNS; * 
BIG JOB TO FORM A NEW ONE. 


Opposition, Composed of Factions, Unites 
Solely to Oust Ministry, and, That 
Done, Splits Up Again 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUN®D. } 

ROME. Dec. 2—The cabinet of Premier 
Giolitt! resigned today. 

The resignation of the ministry forestalled 
the overthrow of the government, which the 
opposition, strengthened by the union of So- 
cial Democrats, anti-Clericals, and Repub- 
licans, had determined upon and which the 
governments contemplated financial re- 
forms, despite their popular character, were 
insufficient to avert. 

The present situation Is most difficult, since 
the opposition is composed of different op- 
posing factions, which united solely to over- 
throw the cabinet. This accomplished, the 
union ceased, each faction striving to ob- 
tain preponderance in the new cabinet. 

It is not likely that Sig. Sonnino, leader of 
the opposition, will be able to form a cabinét, 
as the Socialists and anti-Clericals refuse 
him their support and threaten to join the 
retirag premier’s old majority. Further- 
more, they insist that the new cabinet must 
carry through financial reforms and initiate 
an active anti-Clerical policy. 

The Radicals and Republicans are unde- 
cided as to the course while statesmen able 
and willing to undertake the difficult task of 
government are lacking. Sig. Giolitti, the re- 
tiring premier, has succeeded in proving that 
he is indfspensable, as he has been able to con- 
ciliate all parties, and he may return to power 
after the overthrow of a short lived com- 
posite cabinet, which it is most probable wil] 
succeed him unless the general elections in- 
crease the number of anti-Clerical deputies 
and render possible an anti-Clerical cabinet.

ASQUITH IN FIERY ‘TALK. 


King Edward at Request Pro- 
rogues Parliament Until 
Jan. 17, 1910. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

LONDON, Dec. 2.—The house of commons 
tonight voted by an overwhelming majority 
„that the action of the house of lords in 
refusing to pass into law the financial pro- 
visions made by the chamber for the expenses 
of the year was a breach of the constitu- 
tion and @ usurpation of the rlants of the 
house of commons.“ 

The resolution, offered by Premier Asquith, 
was adopted by a vote of 340 to 184 after a 
brief but exciting sitting. N 

By its action the commons recorded its 
claim to the exclusive control of the nation's 
purse— claim never before challenged in 
modern times until the rejection wn the 
budget by thé lords. 


Forces in Battle Array. 

The vote places the opposing forces of the 
lords and commons in battle array for one 
of the greatest constitutional struggles that 
have come from the country’s judgment for 
centuries. 

Earlier in the day Mr. Asquith had an- 
nounced in the house that the government 
had advised King Edward and that the king 
— prorogued parllament until Jan. 17, 
1 


The premier added that it the Liberals 
were returned to power, the first act of the 
government would be the reénactment of 
all the taxes for which provision was made 
in the budget rejected by the lords. 

The scenes of enthusiasm which accom- 
panied the voting on Mr. Asquith’s resolu- 
tion were in marked contrast to those wit- 
nessed during thé recent debate in the house 
of lords. The ministerial ranks were closed 
in complete unanimity of protest against 
the action of the upper house. 

Mr. Balfour, leader of. the opposition, evi- 
dently was suffering from the effects of his 
indisposition, and did not speak at his best. 
His speech lacked the ring of ‘sincerity and 
conviction which characterized the prime 
minister’s address. The latter had an easy 
task in pouting ridicule upen what he de- 
scribed, amid the rousing and encouraging 
cheers of his supporters, as a new fangled 
Ceesarism, this 7 usurpation ot the 
house of lords. 


Asquith Irony Stirs Laughter. 

The premler's ironical reference to the in- 
stinct of divination / of the peers on reaching 
manhood dissolved his hearers in laughter. 
He quoted with trenchant effect the speech af 
Mr. Balfour less than a year ago in which 
the ex-premier described himself as a house 
of commons man,” and said: 

It is*the house of commons, not the house 
of lords, which settles, @ncontrolled, our 
financial system. If the house of lorda could 
touch the money bills the whole executive 
machinery of the country would be brought 
to a standstill.” 

The amusement with which the Liberals 
Uktened to these quotations from Balfour 
against himself was only equaled by the 
chagrin depicted on the faces of Mr. Balfour's 
followers. AKogether, Mr. Asquith sur- 
passed himself, and his elated followers de- 
clared he never made a more effective speech. 


Asquith Explains Resolution. 


The object of his resolution, Mr. Asquith 
explained, was to make a prompt and solid 
protest against the whole proceedings of the 
lords in regard to the budget. The members 
of the house of commons, he said, need-ndt 
be ashamed to be called pedants if they used 
the same means as had those who in the 
past put an end to the domination of the 
crown in order to put an end to usurpation on 
the part of the lords 

The premier contended there was not a 
single clause in the budget bill which was not 
relevant to the matter of raising revenues. 
If the contention of the lords that in reject- 
ing the measure they were only referring it 
to the people held good no Liberal govern- 
ment would be safe. They might have to refer 
all taxes to the people and the lords would 
have power to advise the king to dissolve 
parliament. 

“System of False Balances,” 

“We are living under 4 system of false 
balances and loaded dice,“ said Mr. Asquith. 
When democracy voted for a Liberal gov- 
ernment the dormant second chamber awoke 
trom its slumbers and nullified the work of 
the house of commons. 

„ We shall ask the house by this vote and 
we shall ask the constituencies at the ear- 
nest possible moment to declare that the 
organ, the voice of the free people of this 
country, is to be found in the accredited rep- 


.resentatives of the nation.” 


Following the premier, Mr. Balfour strenu- 
ously defended the action of the lords; who. 
he said, had a clear conyiction of their pow- 
ers. These were not excessive, and the et- 
forts made to curtall them partook of a petti- 
ness in character and were extremely in- 
convenient to the public interest. In declar- 
ing that the constituencies should be consult 
ed the lords had not gone beyond the func: 
tions which should be left to the second 
chamber, he said. 

Mr. Henderson’s speech for the Labor 
party gave the Liberals great encouragement 
for the coming campaign, and in the lobbies 
after the sitting was adjourned election pros- 
pects were discussed by the Liberal members 
with much satisfaction. 

The Nationalists, who had decided not to 
participate in the debate or division, were 
conspicuous by their absence during the ses- 


sion. 


Averting “Financial Chaos.“ 

The government already has taken an in- 
direct step toward averting the financial 
chaos with which it and its supporters are 
threatened as a result of the budget rejection. 
The treasury department has informed the 
wholesale tea dealers that whichever party 
is successful in the general. elections will 
reimpose and make retroactive the tea duty 
proposed in the budget. The dealers accord- 
ingly have resolved to pay the duty on the 
understanding that they will be reimbursed 
if the tax is not reimposed. 

The opposition newspapers assert that. al- 
though in view of the budget not passing. 
nobody is compelled to pay the proposed 
taxes, refusal to do so will be at the refuser’s 
peril, and is likely to entail disagreeable con- 
sequences. They point out ways by which 
the treasury Officials can exert pressure to 
which the taxpayers will be wise to yield.

NEW BLOW AT LORIMER TACTICS 


Taft Informs Census Director That Po- 
litical Activity by Enumerators 
Will Not Be Tolerated. 


Washington, D. C., Dee. 2,—{Special.}— 
Another blow at the kind of pernictous po- 
litical activity among federal employés fos- 
tered by Senator Lorimer and. his following 
was struck by President Taft today. He sent 
to the census bureau a letter informing the 
director of the census that political activity 
on the part of census supervisiors and enu- 
merators would not be’tolerated. 

In accordance with the policy laid down in 
the president’s letter Director Durand at once 
issued an order requiring all census super- 
visors and enumerators to sever their con- 
nections with any political committees of 
which they may de members. 

They will de required to relinquish such 
connections before they enter upon their 
duties as federal.employés. During their 
term of. federal employment they also are 
expressly forbidden to engage in any form 
of political activity.

Cullom Introduces Callers... 
Senator Cullom introduced the delegation 


La Verne W. Noyes, as spokesman, told Mr. 
Taft that insufficient time was allowdi the 
corporations to prepare fer compliance with 
the law and that under the publicity feature 
business competitors could gain possession of 
valuable secrets, 

The president replied that there was no 
desire to make the law a hardship, but that 
he believed it a good statute and that the 
publlolty section especially would be found 
curative of evils generally cured by publicity, 
He laughingly recommended his callers to lay 
their complaint before Secretary MacVeagh, 
who, he did not doubt, would be found, as a 
merchant, particularly sympathetic and hold- 
ing the business man’s usual contempt for 
lawyers’ ideas of business probleme. 

The delegation then trooped over to Secre- 
tary. MacVeagh’s office for another session. 
The secretary, it turned out, did sympathize 
with them. He thought the publicity feature 
should apply not to private, but to public util- 
ity corporations. 


Leave a Formal Protest. 

In the formal protest that they left with the 
president the manufacturers intimated that a 
test case would follow speedily unon the first 
move to collect the tax. They expressed fear 
that the word income in the law might 
mean anything from gross to net receipts, 
that the publicity feature would operate to 
the advantage of large corporations that al- 
ready publish statements, and that the pro- 
vision eliminating interest on bonds would 
promote the creation of such indebtedness. 

Upon corporations that do solely an export- 
ing business the income tax will be an export 
tax, prohibited by the constitution, says the 
statement, while upon a corporation holding 
a franchise from a state it will be a federal 
franchise tax, also unconstitutional. 

Most of the members of the Committee left 
for Chicago this afternoon.

Statement to the Public by thé Ralitoads. 

T6 the public: 

The railroads of the northwest recognizing 
that the public is an interested, but unrepre- 
sented third party in the controversy with 
their switchmen, through the committee 
which has been conducting their negotiations 
desire to place at the disposal of the public 
the following facts in connection with the 
negotiations. The ¢witthmen in the north- 
west territory made simultaneous demands 
on thirteen railreed coinpanies eatering the 
Twin Cities, for an ibcredse n Wages and 
certain changes in series conditions. 

At the suggestion of Mr. F. T. Hawley, 
president of the Switchmen’s Union of North 
Amprica, of whose organization the switch- 
men in the northwest are members, arrange 
ments were made to conduct the negotiations 
in one conference. In the eonference the 
railroads were represeuted by a committee 
of ten managers and the switchmen by Mr. 
F. T. Hawley and by other officers of the 
Switchmen’s Union of North America. 

The demands of the switchmen were for 
double pay for Sundays, holidays, and over- 
time, an advance of @ gents per day of ten 
hours in the wages Of switchmen, switch 
tenders, towermen, engine herders, and .as- 
sistant yardmesters, a modification of the 
rule providing for the payment of penalty in 
case of fallure to permit Switchmes to se 
oure their meal in middie of thalf shift at 
a stated period, ich conuem pilates doubie 
pay in cases where it became necessary to 
work a portion of thé meal hour and the 
elimination of the physical examination and 
the age limit placed upon switchmen enter- 
ing the @ervice, 

Five conferences were held at St. Paul, in 
which the switelimen in no detail receded 
from their demands, which if conceded would 
have entalled an additional expense upon 
the raflroads for switching service of from 
40 to 46 per cent. The managers’ commit- 
tee offered the ewitechmen an increase. of 10 
cents per day of ten hours in rates of pay 
of ewitchmen employed in the territory west 
of Haver, Mont, on the Great Northers 
railroad, and west of Billings, Mont., on the 
Northern Pacific railsoad, the differential in 
that territory for ewitchmen having obtained 
for about two years. Further concession 
wae declined for the reason that the rates of 
pey of switchmen were increased over 18 
per cent In November, 1906. And because the 
rates at that time established hed not been 
reduced during the period of business depres- 
sion which fomowed.

The insurgents recognise that Senator La 
Follette ig to be made the target for the fire 
of the entire standpat Republican organiza- 
tion, for the Ineurgents declare that the 
etandpattera believe that if Senator La Fol- 
lette ig defeated the insurgent movement win 
die for lack of a leader. Therefore all of the 
western insurgent leaders will speak in Wis- 
consin for La Foliette, Clapp being the first. 

The primary to pick the Republican candi- 
date for the election is to be held next Sep- 
tember, but La Follette is getting an early 
start, for he wants no dissension in his fol- 
lowers’ ranka. 


Lewis May Head State Ticket. 

The probabilities are that the La Follette 
Slate in tne state will be headed by Capt.
